Anton Ritter’s Suit for Divorce—A Terri-

Lon v. Stephens, Receiver of the Fifth Na- 
tional Bank, has brought suits in the United 
States Circuit Court against the directors of 
the bank to recover $348,887.97, money alleged 
to have been loaned by the bank in violation 
of the statutes and which could not be col- 
lected by the receiver. 

There are seven separate suits against the 
Gifferent directors, each setting forth the 
same facts and asking for the 
game damages. The reason of this is that 
under the law each director is individually 
responsible, The sults were filed late Satur- 
day evening but were not en out for pub- 
lication because notices had not been served 
on all the defendants. 

WHO THE DEFENDANTS ARE. 

The defendants in the sult are Joseph 
Specht, James Green, George A. Bubleman, 
Benjamin Altheimer, Isaac B. Rosenthal, 
Eliga J. Wolf, administratrix of 
the a of Marcus A. Wolf, 
and Dan J. Stavuf and Henry D. 
Stauf, executors of the estate of Conrad 
Stauf. The damages asked for are 8000, 
000. This, however, is a matter of 
form, the real amount sued for be- 
ing as stated, $848,487.97, with interest. 
The suite are brought under a statutory pro- 
vision which sets forth that a national bank 
not become indebted to any 
one individual at one time for 
an amount exceeding one - tenth 
of the capital stock of the bank. This, it is 
alleged, has been done, and the directors are 
sought to be held for the amounts thus al- 
leged to have been loaned by the bank and 
which could not be collected by the receiver, 

WHERE THE MONEY WENT TO. 

The petition sets forth the history of the 
Fifth National Bank and its failure, which oc- 
curred Nov. 7, 1887. 

The first count is an item of $54,591.62. It is 
alleged that between Dec. 2, 1882, and Nov. 7, 
1887, the directors of said Fifth National 
Bank permitted the ifabilities to said associa- 
tion of a certain Orm known as 
Nathan Goldsmith & Co, for money 
borrowed from said association 
and of its fands exclusive of discounts, of 
bills of exchange drawn in good faith against 
actually existing values and discounts 
of commercial or business papers ac- 
tually owned by the party negotiating 
the same to exceed at one time one-tenth 
part of the amount of capital stock of said 
association actually paid in. There remained 
due on this account, it is alleged, at the 
time of the bank’s suspension, $129,501.62 
of which only $75,000 has been collected, leav- 
ing a balance of 4. 501. 83. Said firm of 
Nathan Goldsmith & Co. is wholly insolvent, 
it is alleged, leaving no security for any of 
this amount. Hence judgment is asked. 

The second count is an alleged bad debt ef 
$114,515.55 loaned tothe John Meyer “Lumber 
Co. His account with the bank, it is alleged, 
at the time of the failure, was $134,515.55. Of 
this $20,000 has been realized, it is 
stated, leaving an uncollected balance of 
$114,515.55 which it is claimed, is unsecured.

The list of persons killed and maimed 
last week by cable and electric cary affords 
an impressive warning of the dangers at- 
tending carelessness on the part of the 
public or street car employes when cars 
are run at a high rate of speed on the street 
surfaces. Rapid transit appears to be a 
necessity of modern city life, but when it 
is attained by surface roads the increase of 
speed should be accompanied by a corre- 
sponding increase of caution. 

Neither the public nor the street-éar 
mien seem to realize fully that the change 
from the old slow-going horse cars to the 
fast-going cable and electric cars changes 
the conditions and adds vastly to the dan- 
gers of street travel. Higher speed brings 
noed of greater care and every precaution 
whieh has been found desirable to prevent 
accidents upon steam roads and which can 
be used for street car lines should be 
adopted for them. Few of these precau- 
tions have been adopted. A citizen was 
dragged nearly a block by a cable car 
last week because the gripman observed 
the rule to stop only on far corners 
and there was na danger signal by which 
the conductor could notify him that imme- 
diate stoppage of the train was necessary. 
There should be a danger signal thorough- 
ly understood by employes and the publie 
on every rapid transit line. The running 
of trains at tremendous speed down grades 
and upon any part of the lines should be 
strictly prohibited and rulesfor guarding 
passengers in getting on and off the cars 
should be observed with the greatest care. 

Blood-stained tracks do not commend 
rapid surface transit to the favor of the 
people and if it is to be maintained the 
menace to life and limb attending it must 
be reduced to a minimum. Public safety 
is the first consideration and if the street 
car managers are wise they will take the 
most effective measures to meet its de- 
mands, 
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THE rumor that the German Emperor is 
thinking of detaching France from the 
Russian alliance and committing her to 
the Triple Alliance by the restoration of 
Alsace is revived by correspondents who 
find news scarce. According to this rumor 
the young Emperor hopes to array all Eu- 
rope against the Muscovite and force his 
disarmament, to transform the Triple Al- 
liance into a league of peace. The idea, 
which originated with Mr. Srzap, is an 
amiable conceit and serves to fill up the 
time between war rumors, butit is not 
likely that WILLIAM ever thought of such 
athing. Heis neither broad-minded nor 
magnanimous, and is not the man to give 
up territory which cost Germany so much 
life and treasure. 
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TH appointment of Mr. DURHAM as 
Minister to Hayti to succeed FREDERICK 
DOUGLASS is an example of the bad policy 
which has so often made American diplo- 
macy ridiculous. The new envoy is a re- 
spectable, well meaning young man who, 
it is said, will perform the routine duties 
of his office with credit, but the real busi- 
ness of the office—the Mole St. Nicholas 
matter—will be eared for by a special 
envoy. Thecustom.of rewarding political 
workers with such positions, and, when 
any real use fora diplomatic representa- 
tive arises, appointing a special envoy, 
cannot be defended. It lowers the char- 
acter of the service and degrades it into a 
mere office-seekers’ refuge. 

It is becoming more and more apparent 
that Senator SHERMAN is making a losing 
fight in Ohio. The candidates so far se- 
lected show a decided leaning toward For- 
AKER, and if the Republicans carry the 
Legislature the ballot-box statesman will 
probably secure the Senatorship. For- 
AKER is deficient in brains as 
compared with Mr. SHERMAN, but can do 
less mischief. His presence in the Senate
